While 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  the 
best  copy  possible,  the  following  problems 
are  present  to  varying  degrees  in  many  of 
the  volumes: 

1.  Foldouts  are  torn  with  loss  of  text  or 

are  lacking  entirely. 

2.  Loose  clippings  are  torn,  with 

portions  lacking. 

3.  There  is  loss  of  text  at  inner  and 

outer  margins. 

4.  Tipped-in  clippings  obscure  other 

text. 

5.  Paper  discoloration  causes  text 

illegibility. 


FILMING  PROCEDURES 


Where  possible,  the  procedures  listed  below 
have  been  followed  in  filming  the  Pullman 
Company  Scrapbooks. 


1.  Some  pages  have  been  Hlmed  more  than 
once  to  enhance  legibility  where  text 
darkness  varies  within  an  exposure  or 
where  overlapping  text  is  present. 

2.  Unless  oversized,  foldouts  and  clippings 
stored  in  envelopes  attached  to  scrapbook 
pages  are  filmed  following  the  page  of  text 
of  frame  to  which  they  correspond. 

3.  Unless  oversized,  loose  clipping  inserts 
are  filmed  following  the  opening  in  which 
they  have  been  inserted. 

4.  Oversize  inserts  and  clippings  removed 
from  envelopes,  marked  with  the  scrapbook 
page  number  to  which  they  correspond,  are 
nimed  in  page  number  order  at  the  end  of 
each  volume.

Coach-Sleeper  to  Give  Night  and  Day  Comfort  at  Low  Rate 
June  will  see  the  debut  of  two  Pullman  cars  of  a  new  type: 
comparable  to  the  best  of  the  de  luxe  coaches  in  daytime  comfort;  and 
furnishing  at  night  what  they  lack,  that  traveler's  delight,  the  Pullman 
bed.  These  Pullman  coach-sleepers,  as  they  are  termed,  will  have 
experimental  service  in  various  sections  of  the  country.  They  are 
expected  to  appeal  to  the  economical  travelers  who  \rent  a  real 
sleeping  service  at  minimum  charges  for  both  transportation  and  the 
reserved  accommodation. 

The  illustrations  show  the  basic  principles  of  tho  coach-sleeper, 
and  also  the  ingenious  devices  for  the  passengers'  comfort,  both  day  and 
night.  Each  car  has  a  capacity  of  45  persons. 

One  novelty  is  that  along  one  side  of  the  car  is  an  aisle  that 
furnishes  entrance  and  egress  for  ten  compartments,  five  of  which  seat 
and  sleep  three  persons  each,  and  the  remainder  six  persons  in  tho  same  way. 
The  larger  compartment  has  tho  same  facilities  as  those  for  throe  passengers; 
being,  in  effect,  two  3-persons  compartments  vd.th  throe  seats  on  each  side 
facing  each  other,  and  no  separating  partitions. 

During  day  travel  passengers  occupy  splendidly  upholstered  seats, 
adjustable  as  to  the  slope  of  the  backs  and  the  height  of  the  seat.  Am 
rests  separate  tho  throe  seats  in  each  unit,  and  at  night  the  two  am 
rests  are  folded  into  the  seat.  Individual  foot  rests  aid  comfortable  day

The  berths  are  in  three  tiers.  The  lower  is  formed  by  the  seat  back, 
similar  to  the  bedroom  couch  bed.  The  upper  berth  is  stationary,  the 
bottom  being  well  above  the  head  of  a  tall  person.  The  second,  or 
intermediate,  berth  is  a  new  development.  It  is  raised  against  the 
upper  during  the  day,  and  at  night  is  loirered  midway  between  upper  and 
lower,  and  forms  a  partition  between  compartments. 

Each  berth  has  individual  curtains j  also  a  shelf  and  a  hammock  for 
clothing  and  other  belongings,  A  ladder  of  now  design  is  so  placed  that 
occupants  of  the  two  higher  berths  may  ascend  or  descend  without  disturb¬ 
ing  their  compartment  neighbors. 

Each  compartment  is  equipped  at  the  window  end  with  a  v/ash  basin 
furnishing  hot  and  cold  water,  a  dental  faucet,  a  mirror,  adequately 
lighted  for  toilet  purposes,  and  an  electric  shaving  outlet.  The  basin 
is  another  development,  during  the  day  it  folds  closely  to  the  car's  outer 
wall  and  is  locked  in  position.  In  addition  to  those  facilities  there  are 
imshrooms  and  toilets  for  men  and  iromen,  at  opposite  ends  of  the  oar,  A 
novel  baggage  compartment  gives  extra  storage  space  for  luggage. 

Aisle  curtains  will  be  drawn  across  compartment  entrances  during 
dressing  periods.  At  night,  ivhon  all  passengers  have  retired,  these 
curtains  can  be  drawn  back,  as  in  daytime,  for  further  circulation  of  air. 
Folding  seats  are  pla  cod  along  the  aisle  wall  of  the  car,  opposite 
oaoh  oompartmont  entrance,  for  the  convenience  of  those  awaiting  the  making 
down  or  putting  away  of  the  berths. 

The  coach-sleepers  are  air-conditioned,  and  at  night  each  berth  has 
a  fresh  air  inlet,  individually  controlled. 

The  most  modem  system  of  lighting  illuminates  each  seat,  and  there 
is  a  reading  lamp  in  each  berth.

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PULLMAN’S  ANSWER  TO  BUS  AND  RAIL  COACH  COMPETITION 


CHICAGO,  April  26— Work¬ 
men  in  the  Calumet  shops  of  the 
Pullman  Company,  sole  US 
builder  and  operator  of  sleeping 
cars,  are  hard  at  work  today 
building  two  new  experimental 
Coach-Sleeper  cars  which  the 
company  intends  to  put  in  serv¬ 
ice  this  summer. 

For  a  good  long  decade  US 
railroads  have  been  losing  busi¬ 
ness  to  automobiles,  buses  and 
airplanes.  Chief  loser  has  been 
the  Pullman  Company  which 
builds  and  leases  sleeping  and 
parlor  cars  to  the  nation’s  rail¬ 
roads.  The  railroads  have  met 
the  competition  by  operating 
fast,  deluxe,  cheap  all  coach 
trains  across  the  coimtry  and  be¬ 
tween  large  cities.  So  comfort¬

At  night  the  porter  will  fold 


the  two  arm-rests  into  the  seats 
placing  the  seat-back  over  them, 
making  something  similar  to  the 
bedroom  couch  bed.  ’The  middle 
or  intermediate  berth  is  some¬ 
thing  new.  During  the  day  it  is 
squashed  up  against  the  upper 
berth,  but  at  night  it  is  pulled 
down  bringing  with  it  a  section 
which  closes  off  the  compart¬ 
ment.  The  berths  are  six  feet 
four  inches  long  and  30  inches 
wide. 

Each  compartment  has  its  own 
wash  basin  with  hot  and  cold 
water,  a  dental  faucet,  a  mirror, 
an  electric  shaving  outlet,  and 
lights  for  toilet  piuposes.  Toilets 
and  washrooms  for  men  and 
women  are  at  opposite  ends  of 
the  car.  Across  the  aisle  from 
each  compartment  are  folding 
seats  for  use  while  berths  are  be¬ 
ing  made  up.

There  are  two  points  to 
consider:  the  matter  of  room  and  the 
matter  of  privacy.

All  the  comforts  of  travel  are  to 
be  provided.  Each  compartment 
has  an  individual  ladder  so  that 
the  occupants  of  the  two  upper 
berths  can  ascend  or  descend  with¬ 
out  disturbing  the  occupants  of  the 
lower  berth.

The  country  has  been  enjoying  the 
accommodations  made  possible  by  the  com¬ 
pany  for  more  than  half  a  century.  The 
accommodations  not  only  have ’been  consid¬ 
ered  a  luxury  for  use  in  travel  but  they  have 
been  economically  imporllint  ih  saving  the 
time  of  busy  men  who  find  itj  necessary  to 
travel  to  carry  on  their  businetss. 

In  these  recent  years,  the  railroads,  wit¬ 
nessing  the  reduction  of  their  passengers 
through  the  use  of  private  motor  cars  on 
highway  systems  spread  over  the  country, 
finally  decided  to  compete  with  such  motor 
cars  and  highways.

The 
accommodations  not  only  have  been  consid¬ 
ered  a  luxury  for  use  in  travel  but  they  have 
been  economically  important  ih  saving  the 
time  of  busy  men  who  find  iir  necessary  to 
travel  to  carry  on  their  business. 

In  these  recent  years,  the  railroads,  wit¬ 
nessing  the  reduction  of  their  passengers 
through  the  use  of  private  motor  cars  on 
highway  systems  spread  over  the  country, 
finally  decided  to  compete  with  such  motor 
cars  and  highways.

to  appeal  to  the  eeonomieal  travelers  who  want 
a  real  sleeping  service  at  minimum  charges  for 
both  transportation  and  the  reserved  accommoda¬ 
tion. 

The  illustrations  show  the  basic  principles  of 
the  coach-sleeper,  and  also  the  ingenius  devices  for 
the  passengers’  comfort  both  day  and  night.  Each 
car  has  a  capacity  of  46  persons. 

One  novelty  is  that  along  one  side  of  the  car  is 
an  aisle  that  furnishes  entranee  and  egress  for  ten 
compartments,  five  of  which  seat  and  sleep  three 
persons  each,  and  the  remainder  six  persons  in  the 
same  way.  The  larger  compartment  has  the  same 
facilities  as  those  for  three  passengers;  being,  in 
effect,  two  3-person  compartments  with  three  seats 
on  each  side  facing  each  other,  and  no  separating 
partitions. 

During  day  travel  passengers  occupy  splendidly 
upholstered  seats,  adjustable  as  to  the  slope  of  the 
backs  and  the  height  of  the  seat.  Arm  rests  sepa¬ 
rate  the  three  seats  in  each  unit,  and  at  night  the 


two  arm  rests  are  folded  into  the  seat.  Individual 
foot  rests  aid  comfortable  day  lounging. 

The  berths  are  in  three  tiers.  The  lower  is 
formed  by  the  seat  back,  similar  to  the  bedroom 
couch  bed.

The  second,  or 
middle,  berth  is  something  new,  ingenious  as  well 
as  comfortable.  During  the  day  it  is  raised  against 
the  upper,  while  at  night  it  is  lowered  midway  be¬ 
tween  upper  and  lower,  and  forms  a  partition 
between  compartments.  Each  berth  has  individual 
curtains,  shelf  and  hammock  for  clothing,  an  inlet 
for  fresh,  conditioned  air,  controlled  by  the  passen¬ 
ger,  and  a  reading  light. 

A  newly  designed  safety  ladder  permits  the

Pullman  Introduces  the  Coach'Sleeper 


The  Pullman  Company  has  announced  something 
new  In  the  field  of  transportation — the  coach-sleeper 
— to  furnish  a  service  at  low  rail  and  Pullman 
charges.  Two  cars  of  this  new  type  will  begin  ex¬ 
perimental  operation  about  July  1  between  Chicago 
and  the  Pacific  Northwest. 


The  coach-sleepers  are  intended  to  supply  the  rail¬ 
roads  with  a  type  of  car  service  that  will  attract 
economy-minded  travelers,  to  whom  the  over-all  cost 
is  of  importance;  furnishing  them  with  comfortable 
seats  by  day,  and  an  opportunity  to  sleep  at  night 
with  reasonable  comfort  and  privacy. 

The  illustrations  show  the  basic  principles  of  the 
coach-sleeper,  and  also  the  Ingenius  devices  for  the 
passengers’  comfort  both  day  and  night.  Each  car 
has  a  capacity  of  45  persons. 

These  cars  contain  ten  compartments,  with  either 
three  or  six  seat-berths  in  each.  The  berths  are  in 
tiers  of  three.  Certain  compartments  will  be  exclus¬ 
ive  for  men  passengers,  and  others  for  women  only. 
Family  parties,  or  groups  of  either  three  or  six,  will 
be  able  to  obtain  rooms  for  their  exclusive  use.  In 
such  cases  the  separation  of  passengers  according  to 
sex  will  not  be  observed.  The  larger  compartment 
has  the  same  facilities  as  those  for  three  passengers: 
being  in  effect,  two  3-person  compartments  with  three 
seats  on  each  side  facing  each  other,  and  no  separ¬ 
ating  partitions. 

Pullman  coach-sleeper  charges  are  approximately  30 
per  cent  of  standard  lower  berth  rates.  For  Instance, 
between  Chicago  and  North  Pacific  Coast  destinations 
the  coach-sleeper  rate,  for  either  lower,  middle  or  up¬ 
per  berth,  will  be  $5.00.  The  standard  lower  berth 
rate  for  the  same  journey  Is  $16.55,  and  the  tourist 
lower  berth  rate  is  $8.70.  Regular  coach  fares  will  be 
accepted  for  transportation. 


While  this  new  type  of  service  is  intended  to  appeal 
particularly  because  of  low  cost,  nothing  has  been  left 
undone  to  provide  for  the  traveler’s  comfort.  The 
cars  are  air-conditioned,  and  at  night  each  berth  has 
its  own  fresh  air  inlet,  which  is  easily  controlled  by 
the  occupant. 

The  coach-sleeper  berths  are  designed  for  use  of 
one  passenger  only.  They  are  6  feet,  6  inches  long, 
and  2  feet,  3  inches  wide.  For  purposes  of  compari¬ 
son,  standard  and  tourist  sleeping  car  berths,  accom¬ 
modating  two  persons,  are  6  feet,  2  inches  in  length 
and  2  feet,  11  Inches  in  width. 

During  day  travel  each  passenger  has  the  reserved 
occupancy  of  a  comfortable  upholstered  seat,  equipped 
with  modern  sponge-rubber  cushions,  and  which  is 
adjustable  as  to  the  slope  of  back  and  rake  and 
height  of  the  seat.  Arm  rests  separate  the  three  in¬ 
dividual  seats  in  each  unit  and  there  are  also  indi¬ 


vidual  foot  rests.  The  general  arrangement  during 
the  day  of  course  provides  excellent  lighting  and  air 
circulation  facilities.  At  night  the  two  arm  rests  are 
folded  Into  the  seat.  The  lower  is  formed  by  the 
seat  back,  similar  to  the  bedroom  couch  bed.  The 
upper  berth  is  stationary,  the  bottom  being  well  above 
the  head  of  a  tall  person.

addition  to  its  ajipeal  to  the  traveler  the  car  has  proved  its 
case  mechanically.  Even  the  air-conditioning,  which  it 
was  thought  might  offer  problems  because  of  the  interior 
arrangement,  has  worked  i^erfectly. 

The  most  noticeable  difference  between  this  and  regular 
Pullman  cars  is  its  division  into  compartments,  or  rooms, 
of  which  there  are  ten  in  each  car.  Five  of  them  have  three 
berths  each  which  are  formed  into  seats  by  day,  and  the 
other  five  have  six  berths  each  and  six  seats  by  day. 
Women  traveling  alone  will  he  placed  in  rooms  with  other 
women,  in  the  rooms  reserved  for  them,  and  similarly, 
men  will  he  placed  in  that  iX)rtion  of  the  car  assigned  ex- 
clu.sively  to  men,  this  to  apply  except  in  the  case  of  families 
wishing  to  he  assigned  together  in  the  same  room. 

This  innovation  has  been  watched  with  keen  interest  by

])rovides  the  only  means  thus  far  devised  for  accommo¬ 
dating  holders  of  coach  tickets  with  sleeping  car  accommo¬ 
dations. 

The  cost  per  berth  between  Chicago  and  Seattle  is 
$5.00.  To  other  points  about  70%  less  than  the  cost  of  a 
standard  lower.  Minimum  charge  is  $1.00.

Comfort  and  convenience  have 
been  the  aim  in  construction  of  these 
coaches  in  which  compartments  are  * 
lettered  from  A  to  J  and  berths 
numbered  from  1  to  45  inclusive. 

Passengers  purchasing  space  in 
one  of  these  cars  receive,  in  addition 
to  their  railroad  ticket,  a  pullman 
ticket  indicating  the  number  of  the 
car,  the  number  of  the  berth  and 
seat  assigned,  and  the  room  in  which 
the  assigned  accommodations  are 
located. 

On  entering  car  passengers  will 
find  an  aisle  on  one  side  which  fur¬ 
nishes  entrance  and  egress  for  ten 
rooms.  Five  of  these  rooms,  or  com¬ 
partments,  seat  and  sleep  three  per¬ 
sons  each,  and  the  remaining  five 
accommodate  six  persons  in  the  same 
way.  The  larger,  or  six-passenger 
compartment  has  the  same  facilities 
as  the  smaller  room,  being  in  effect 
twin  three-passenger  compartments 
with  three  seats  in  two  transverse 
rows,  facing  each  other. 

In  daytime  each  passenger  has  a 
comfortable  upholstered  seat,  with 
sponge  rubber  cushions,  adjustable 
in  the  slope  of  the  back  cushion  and 
■  also  in  the  rake  and  height  of  the 
seat  cushion.  Arm  rests  separate 
the  three  seats  in  each  unit  and  at 
night  the  arm  rests  are  folded  into 
the  seat.  As  an  added  touch  of  com¬ 
fort  there  are  foot  rests  for  daytime 
relaxation. 

Two  permanent  racks  in  each 
compartment,  one  on  the  window 
side  and  the  other  on  the  aisle  side 
of  the  room,  are  provided  for  hand 
luggage.  There  is  also  space  under 
each  seat  to  accommodate  a  grip  or 
hand  trunk  not  to  exceed  9  x

Berths  in  the  compartments  are 
arranged  in  tiers  of  three.  The  lower 
berth  is  formed  by  lowering  the  seat 
'back;  the  middle  berth  (raised 
against  the  upper  during  the  day) 
when  prepared  for  night  use  is  low¬ 
ered  midway  between  the  upper  and 
the  lower  with  upper  berth  station¬ 
ary.

Comfort  and  convenience  have 
been  the  aim  in  construction  of  these 
coaches  in  which  compartments  are 
lettered  from  A  to  J  and  berths 
numbered  from  1  to  45  inclusive. 

Passengers  purchasing  space  in 
one  of  these  cars  receive,  in  addition 
to  their  railroad  ticket,  a  pullman 
ticket  indicating  the  number  of  the 
car,  the  number  of  the  l)erth  and 
seat  assigned,  and  the  room  in  which 
the  assigned  accommodations  are 
located. 

On  entering  car  passengers  will 
find  an  aisle  on  one  side  which  fur¬ 
nishes  entrance  and  egress  for  ten 
rooms.  Five  of  these  rooms,  or  com¬ 
partments,  seat  and  sleep  three  per¬ 
sons  each,  and  the  remaining  five 
accommodate  six  persons  in  the  same 
way.  The  larger,  or  six-passenger 
compartment  has  the  same  facilities 
as  the  smaller  room,  being  in  effect 
twin  three-passenger  compartments 
with  three  seats  in  two  transverse 
rows,  facing  each  other. 

In  daytime  each  passenger  has  a 
comfortable  upholstered  seat,  with 
sponge  rubber  cushions,  adjustable 
in  the  slope  of  the  back  cushion  and 
also  in  the  rake  and  height  of  the 
seat  cushion.  Arm  rests  separate 
the  three  seats  in  each  unit  and  at 
night  the  arm  rests  are  folded  into 
the  seat.  As  an  added  touch  of  com¬ 
fort  there  are  foot  rests  for  daytime 
relaxation. 

Two  permanent  racks  in  each 
compartment,  one  on  the  window 
side  and  the  other  on  the  aisle  side 
of  the  room,  are  provided  for  hand 
luggage.

Berths  in  the  compartments  are 
arranged  in  tiers  of  three.

Pullman  Tryouts 

Though  triple-deck  sleep¬ 
ers  run  near  capacity  between 
New  York  and  Chicago,  net  re¬ 
sult  of  trial  may  be  a  stalemate. 

The  four  triple-decker  coach  sleepers 
built  last  year  by  Pullman  (BW— Sep.7 
’40,p36)  for  two  months  have  been  run¬ 
ning  between  New  York  and  Chicago, 
one  car  to  the  train  (all  told,  two 
trains  each  way  daily),  as  part  of  the 
all-coach  Trail  Blazer  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  Pacemaker  of  the  New  York 
Central.  This  week,  the  cars’  experi¬ 
mental  runs  were  finished  on  the  two 
main  East-West  routes  and  Pullman 
planned  to  get  other  roads  to  try 
them  out— possibly  between  New  York, 
Washington,  and  Florida. 

•  No  Results  Available— As  yet,  none  of 
the  companies  concerned  are  saying  any¬ 
thing  about  results  of  the  New  York- 
Chicago  trial.  Pullman’s  unvarying  pol¬ 
icy  is  to  give  out  no  information  on 
traffic  experience  or  attitudes  of  the 
railroads,  and  neither  the  Pennsylvania 
nor  the  Central  is  doing  any  talking. 
Pullman  President  David  A.  Crawford 
did  report  to  stockholders  recently,  how¬ 
ever,  that  there  has  been  a  “favorable 
public  reaction  to  this  new  service.” 

From  the  inception  of  the  idea,  heavy 
overnight  runs  seemed  a  natural  for  the 
coach  sleepers— and  the  New  York-Chi- 
cago  run  looked  like  the  best  of  all 
routes  for  the  cars.

•  Spontaneous  Sales— When  the  roads 
finally  consented  to  give  the  idea  a 
whirl,  they  agreed  between  themselves 
to  employ  no  advertising,  publicity,  or 
solicitation  before  or  during  the  trial 
period.  Hence,  no  passenger  was  asked 
at  the  ticket  office  to  buy  a  berth  on 
the  coach  sleepers  and  relatively  few 
were  sold  in  advance  of  departure.  For 
the  first  trial  weeks,  a  Pullman  agent 
accompanied  each  train  to  sell  berths, 
and  learn  how  travelers  liked  the  service.
